For  tTiose 
who  have  experienced  more  "tricks"  than  "treats",  we  are  hopeful  the  cold 
weather  -  and  expansion  of  the  system  -  will  eliminate  any  remaining  bugs.  The 
number  above  will  reach  those  persons  in  Nursing,  Clinical  Programs,  and 
Dental /Health  Education  Bureaus.

Individuals  assigned  to  the  Program  by  Dr.  John  Drynan  are  Robert  Solomon, 
Sidney  Pratt,  M.D.,  and  Janet  Saeman,  R.N.    Questions  related  to  the  Program 
should  be  related  to  these  staff. 

The  Program  offers  financial  assistance  with  medical  costs  for  the  chronic  renal 
disease  patient  who  is  undergoing  dialysis  treatment  or  who  has  had  a  kidney 
transplant.    Information  received  to  date  indicates  there  are  approximately  166 
ESRD  patients  in  Montana.    We  have  current  applications  on  57  patients.    If  your 
patient  rosters  include  any  individuals  with  chronic  renal  disease,  please 
forward  their  names  and  addresses  to  ESRD  Program,  Cogswell  Building,  Helena, 
Montana    59620  so  that  applications  may  be  sent  to  them.

Folk  Remedies  as  a  Source  of  Lead  Poisoning 

Recently,  three  folk  remedies  with  extremely  toxic  lead  contents  have  caused 
lead  poisoning,  particularly  among  children.    Two  of  these,  Azarcon  and  Greta, 
are  Mexican  folk  remedies  used  to  treat  "empacho",  a  folk  illness  thought  to  be 
due  to  a  bolus  of  food  stuck  in  the  intestinal  walls  and  causing  various 
gastro-intestinal  symptoms.    Azarcon,  a  bright  orange  powder,  is  almost  pure 
lead  tetroxide,  while  Greta  (also  used  as  a  synonym  for  Azarcon)  is  a  yellow 
powder  that  is  almost  pure  lead  monoxide.    Cases  of  lead  poisoning  traced  to 
these  folk  remedies  have  been  largely  confined  to  Mexican  Hispanics. 

Another  folk  remedy  known  as  Pay-loo-ah,  was  recently  found  to  cause  lead 
poisoning  among  the  Hmong  refugee  from  Laos.    The  red  powder,  which  has  a  high 
lead  content  is  used  commonly  to  treat  fever  in  infants  and  children.    It  is 
reportedly  imported  from  Thailand  and  China. 

Health  care  providers  serving  Mexican  Hispanics  and  Southeast  Asian  refugees,  as 
well  as  other  Asian  children,  should  be  alert  to  these  sources  of  lead  poison- 
ing.   Because  of  a  sensitivity  sometimes  associated  with  the  use  of  folk  rem- 
edies, bi-cultural  and  bilingual  health  workers  are  most  helpful  in  soliciting 
an  accurate  medical  history  and  should  be  used  whenever  possible.

DISSEMINATION  PROJECT  FUNDED 


The  Montana  Center  of  Gerontology  at  MSU  has  been  formally  notified  by  the 
Office  of  Human  Development  Services,  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services, 
of  the  award  of  an    HDS  Discretionary  Funds  Program  grant  totaling  $42,928. 

The  purpose  of  the  project  is  to  develop  a  computer-based  statewide  information 
dissemination  system  which  can  help  to  improve  appropriate  service  delivery  to 
the  qualified  aged  client.    The  AGNET  computer  system  of  the  Cooperative  Exten- 
sion Service  will  be  used  to  make  aging  services  information  readily  accessible 
to  referral  and  case  management  workers.    The  operating  program  will  provide  a 
systematic  and  rapid  technique  for  matching  client  characteristics  and  needs 
with  locally  available  service  options.

The  Adaptive  Equipment  Program  is  a  service  program  established  to  provide 
specialized  adaptive  equipment  and  program  consultation  to  multiply  handicapped 
developmentally  disabled  clients  in  the  State  of  Montana.    The  primary  aim  of 
the  service  is  to  enhance  the  functional  ability  of  each  client  through  proper 
positioning  and  self-care  aids. 


SERVICE  DELIVERY: 


1.  Referral  must  be  sent  to  the  program  administrator  to  initiate  the  service. 

2.  The  appropriate  adaptive  equipment  consultant  is  notified  so  that  an 
appointment  can  be  made  to  conduct  a  needs  assessment. 

3.  Recommended  equipment,  programming  and  billing  arrangements  will  be  dis- 
cussed with  all  concerned. 


4.  If  adaptive  equipment  is  appropriate,  a  doctor's  referral  is  obtained 
(responsibility  of  the  contact  person  or  family)  and  the  equipment  is 
designed  and  ordered  by  the  project  director. 

5.  When  the  equipment  is  received,  the  project  director  makes  an  appointment 
with  the  client  to  fit  the  adapted  equipment  and  adjustments,  if  needed. 

6.  If  consultation  for  programming  is  needed,  the  activities  are  discussed  and 
demonstrated  to  the  family  or  other  people  who  will  carry  them  out. 

7.  Regular  follow-up  visits  are  made  to  re-check  fit  and  appropriateness  of 
the  equipment.    The  contact  person  of  the  individual's  family  are  urged  to 
contact  the  project  director  at  any  time  for  questions  or  problems.

Two-week  Course  for  Health  Care  Professionals 

MATERNAL 
NUTRITION 


PURPOSE 

Studies  over  the  past  40  to  50  years  have  demonstrated  that 
improved  nutrition  during  pregnancy— especially  beginning  in 
the  first  trimester— has  been  associated  with  improved  preg- 
nancy outcomes.  This  intensive  course  is  designed  to  help  mater- 
nal health  care  professionals  provide  more  effective  nutritional 
care  to  pregnant  and  lactating  women.  Emphasizing  an  inter- 
disciplinary approach  throughout,  the  program  seminars  will: 
present  current  knowledge  of  nutrition  and  the  course  of  preg- 
nancy for  normal  and  high  risk  mothers;  suggest  successful 
intervention  strategies;  and  discuss  policies  and  programs 
needed  to  improve  the  outcome  of  pregnancy  and  to  prevent 
birth  defects.  In  addition,  fellows  (participants)  will  have  prac- 
tical experiences  in  a  field  site,  where  they  can  compare  class- 
room concepts  against  the  "real  world"  in  which  professionals 
must  work. 


ABOUT  THE  COURSE 

The  course  was  developed  and  is  presently  supported  by  funds 
from  the  March  of  Dimes  Birth  Defects  Foundation.  Begun  in 
1978  at  the  Montreal  Diet  Dispensary,  in  1981  the  Maternal 
Nutrition  Course  was  redesigned  and  affiliated  with  the  Univer- 
sity of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill,  where  it  is  now  located. 
Designed  as  a  professional,  intensive  course  in  prenatal  nutri- 
tion, the  program  brings  together  an  interdisciplinary  group  of 
twelve  to  fourteen  health  professionals  for  each  two-week  ses- 
sion. Offered  five  times  during  1984-85,  the  course  will  utilize 
a  rotating  faculty  team  of  experts  in  nutrition  and  maternal 
health  care  who  will  serve  as  resource  persons  for  group  dis- 
cussion. The  program  will  feature  a  varied  format,  with  em- 
phasis on  small-group  seminars  and  on-site  field  experiences. 
The  Educational  Advisory  Committee  of  the  March  of  Dimes 
Birth  Defects  Foundation  will  select  fellows  from  applications 
received. 

WHO  SHOULD  ATTEND 

Obstetricians,  family/ general  practice  physicians,  public  health 
physicians  and  administrators;  nurse-midwives;  public  health 
nurses,  obstetrical  nurses,  family  nurse  practitioners,  obstetri- 
cal/ gynecology  nurse  practitioners;  public  health  nutritionists 
and  dietitians;  social  workers  and  health  educators;  and  inter- 
ested members  of  maternal  health  care  teams.

[J  Evaluate  nutrition  services  for  the  normal  and  high  risk 
pregnant  woman  in  a  quality  assurance  program;

COMTIMUING  EDUCATION  CHEDIT 

Continuing  Education  Units  (CEUs)  will  be  awarded  through 
the  UNC-CH  School  of  Public  Health.  (CEUs  are  computed 
on  the  basis  of  one  unit  for  each  ten  contact  hours  of  non-de- 
gree, short  course  work.)  Additionally,  continuing  education 
credit  has  been  approved  by  the  American  Dietetic  Associa- 
tion, the  American  Medical  Association,  and  the  American 
Nursing  Association.

Course  tuition  will  be  underwritten  by  the  March  of  Dimes 
Birth  Defects  Foundation.  Travel  and  per  diem  expenses  will 
be  provided  to  participants  through  the  sponsorship  of  local 
March  of  Dimes  Chapters. 

ENROLLMENT  IMFOHMATIOM 

Twelve  fellows  for  each  session  will  be  selected  from  applica- 
tions received.  Applicants  should  be  practicing  health  profes- 
sionals concerned  with  improvement  of  maternal  health  and 
nutrition  care  and  should  be  currently  employed  at  the  institu- 
tional, community,  regional,  state  or  federal  level  in  an  adminis- 
trative, educational,  supervisory,  consultative,  or  practitioner 
position. 


COURSE  CONTENT 

Throughout  the  course,  both  in  seminars  and  in  field  experi- 
ences, six  major  content  areas  will  be  developed.  These  are: 

□  The  scientific  basis  for  nutrition  care  and  current  recom- 
mendations during  the  preconceptional,  prenatal,  post- 
partum, and  interpartum  periods; 

□  The  use  of  the  different  components  of  nutrition  assess- 
ment, including  the  biochemical,  anthropometric,  di- 
etary, and  clinical  methods; 

□  The  factors  influencing  eating  behavior  and  food  prefer- 
ences of  pregnant  women  and  their  families; 

□  The  use  of  intervention  strategies  and  techniques  in  nutri- 
tion counseling;

USE  OF  THE  TITLE  "NURSE  PRACTITIONER" 


The  Board  of  Nursing,  at  its  May  meeting,  reiterated  the  provisions  of  the 
Administrative  Rules  of  Montana  regarding  Specialty  Nursing  Title. 

Recognition  in  a  specialty  area  and  use  of  the  title  Nurse  Practitioner,  Nurse 
Anesthetist,  or  Nurse  Midwife  requires  a  Registered  Nurse  to  apply  to  the  Board 
of  Nursing  for  such  recognition  and  to  meet  the  educational  requirements  and 
other  qualifications  applicable  to  the  specialty  areas  of  nursing.    Use  of  the 
specialty  area  titles  is  prohibited  if  the  Registered  Nurse  credentials  have  not 
been  approved  by  the  Board.

During  the  Board  of  Nursing  meeting  in  May,  Board  members  gave  consideration 
to  your  letters  of  April  13  and  25,  1984  concerning  employment  of  licensed 
practical  nurses  as  school  nurses  and  the  inclusion  of  the  teacher  in  the 
issue  of  school  officials  being  taught  to  administer  injectable  medications. 

Based  on  the  definition  of  practical  nursing  found  in  37-8-102(2)(b) ,  MCA 
of  the  law  regulating  nursing,  the  Board  of  Nursing  is  of  the  opinion  that 
the  role  and  functions  of  a  school  nurse  are  beyond  the  scope  of  practical 
nursing. 

The  practice  of  practical  nursing  utilizes  standardized  procedures  leading  to 
predictable  outcomes.    The  Board  concludes  that  the  practice  of  school 
nursing  provides  limited  opportunity  for  a  licensed  practical  nurse  to 
utilize  "standardized  procedures  leading  to  predictable  outcomes".  Outcomes 
of  nursing  actions  performed  by  the  nurse  functioning  in  the  school  system  are 
not  consistently  predictable  and  therefore  precludes  the  licensed  practical 
nurse  from  practicing  in  this  role. 

Section  37-8-102(2)(b) ,  MCA  also  provides  that  practical  nurse  services  are 
performed  under  the  supervision  of  a  registered  nurse  or  a  physician,  dentist, 
osteopath,  or  podiatrist.  The  nursing  law  makes  no  provision  for  the  practical 
nurse  to  assume  roles  of  independent  decision  making  as  commonly  required 
in  the  role  and  function  of  a  school  nurse. 

In  response  to  your  inquiry  concerning  the  inclusion  of  the  teacher  as  a 
school  official  to  be  taught  to  administer  medications  by  injection  should 
the  school  official  need  to  do  so,  it  is  the  Board's  opinion  that  a  teacher 
is  not  considered  a  school  "official"  as  referenced  in  the  legal  opinion  of 
Dan  Diemert.    This  legal  opinion  was  rendered  by  Mr.  Diemert,  Department  of 
ComiT.erce  staff  attorney,  on  October  8,  1981. 


A  copy  of  the  Board's  position  statement  on  Delegation  of  Acts  is  enclosed 
for  your  information.

SPECIAL  OLYMPICS  CONCERN 


There  is  now  increasing  evidence  from  medical  research  that  up  to  10%  of  indi- 
viduals with  Downs  Syndrome  suffer  from  a  condition  known  as  Atlantoaxial 
Dislocation,  which  is  a  ma1 -al ignment  of  cervical  vertebrae  C-1  and  C-2  in  the 
neck.    This  condition  exposes  Downs  Syndrome  individuals  to  the  possibility  of 
injury  if  they  participate  in  activities  that  hyperextend  or  radically  flex  the 
neck. 

Atlantoaxial  Dislocation 


Definition:    A  displacement  of  the  C-1  vertebrae  in  relation  to  the  C-2  verte- 
brae. 

Symptoms  association  with  Atlantoaxial  Dislocation: 

Deterioration  in  ambulatory  skills 
Changes  in  bowel  or  bladder  function 

Changes  in  neck  posturing;  neck  pain  or  limitation  of  neck  movement 
Weakness  of  any  of  the  extremities 

Neurological  signs  associated  with  Atlantoaxial  Dislocation; 

Hypertonicity  -  individual  is  stiffer  than  normal,  i.e.,  in  moving  an 
arm  back  and  forth  there  is  too  much  resistance. 
Hyperflexia  -  reflexes  respond  too  quickly. 

Clonus  -  there  are  certain  abnormalities  that  a  physician  should  be 
able  to  detect  during  a  neurological  examination. 

Extensor  Plantar  Responses  -  these  are  certain  abnormalities  a  physi- 
cian should  be  able  to  detect  during  a  neurological  examination. 

Special  Olympics,  Inc.,  recommends  that  all  Downs  Syndrome  individuals  be 
restricted  from  participating  in  gymnastics,  diving,  butterfly  stroke  in  swim- 
ming, diving  start  in  swimming,  high  jump,  pentathlon,  soccer,  and  any  warm-up 
exercise  placing  pressure  on  the  head  and  neck  muscles.    This  restriction  will 
remain  on  the  individuals  until  they  have  been  examined  by  a  physician  who  has 
been  briefed  on  the  nature  of  the  Atlantoaxial  Dislocation  condition.  However, 
all  Downs  Syndrome  individuals  may  continue  to  participate  in  other  Special 
Olympics  sports  and  events,  provided  their  parents  and/or  guardians  have  given 
thei  r  approval .

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Maternal  PKU  Syndrome

PKU  has  been  recognized  and  diagnosed  for  many  years  but,  unfortunately,  no 
Montana  registry  has  been  kept;    It  has  been  established  beyond  doubt  that  the 
woman  with  PKU  who  decides  to  become  pregnant  should  be  treated  throughout  her 
pregnancy  to  prevent  or  reduce  the  mental  and  physical  damage  to  her  baby  that 
would  occur  if  she  were  not  treated. 

At  this  time  I  am  attempting  to  develop  a  PKU  registry  in  order  to  develop  a 
central  tracking  system.    The  principal  purpose  of  this  would  be  to  ensure 
follow-up  of  the  female  with  PKU  as  she  grows  into  reproductive  age  and  thus 
reduce  the  risk  of  her  having  an  abnormal  baby. 

If  you  have  knowledge  of  any  PKU  victims,  including  your  own  patients,  could  you 
pass  this  information  on  to  me?   Thank  you  in  advance.

Anorexia  -  Bulimia  Workshop  Held

Park  County  Rural  School  Nurse 


Three  students  in  the  rural  schools  were  identified  this  fall  with  eating 
disorders  prompting  the  idea  of  presenting  needed  information  to  educators  and 
special  services  staff  in  schools.    My  contact  with  the  school  psychologist  led 
to  her  talking  with  the  Special  Education  Director  of  Livingston  schools  and  he 
discussed  the  idea  with  Gloria  Guidi,  school  nurse. 

She  took  the  ball  and  went  wtth  "it  and  deserves  recognition  for  putting  together 
the  Workshop.    The  rural  schools  belong  to  the  Park  Cooperative,  which  provides 
special  services  on  a  shared  basis  (psychologist,  resource  teacher,  speech 
therapist),  so  to  reach  the  most  people,  it  was  planned  on  a  day  of  a  Co-op 
meeting. 

Educators  from  Livingston  were  also  invited  as  were  the  medical  community.  Human 
Services  office,  counselors  and  nurses.    The  counselor  of  one  of  the  anorexic 
students  encouraged  that  it  be  open  to  the  public  to  help  promote  the  awareness 
of  problems  in  this  area.    A  newspaper  contact  was  made  by  Gloria  and  a  total 
of  48  people  attended! 

The  presenters  were  Susan  Sindelar,  M.S.,  Counselor  with  Montana  State 
University  in  Bozeman  and  Susan  Adams,  R.D.,  a  nutritionist  in  private  practice 
in  Bozeman.    Their  talks  covered  definitions,  signs  and  symptoms,  physical 
manifestations,  and  the  "distorted  image"  concept  that  most  of  these  young 
people  have.    One  of  the  emphasized  points  was  the  push  in  today's  society 
everywhere  is  that  THIN  IS  IN,  and  better,  that  is  the  only  way  to  be  happy.  It 
is  said  to  people  all  the  time,  it's  implied  and  kids  pick  up  on  it  young,  and 
it  promotes  crash  dieting,  fad  diets,  fasting,  denying  hunger,  etc.  ~  all  very 
unhealthy  behaviors.    They  cautioned  educators,  especially  P.E.  staff,  on 
"over-pushing"  fitness  and  weight  requirements  for  such  sports  as  track, 
basketball,  wrestling,  etc.,  that  could  possibly  trigger  progression  toward 
either  Anorexia  or  Bulimia.
